CHURCH AND STATE IN PORTUGAL 


PROVISIONS or THE NEW Law. °° 


“Lisbon, April 19th. 

~The law for the Separation of Church and 
Stato is now ready. It will bo finally disoussod 
by tho Council of. Ministers toenight, and will 
bo decreed noxt’ Friday or Saturday. The 
Miniter of Justice, Sonor. Costa, bas handed 
me a copy of the new Jaw and I subjoiu a sum. 
mary of ita principal points. 

Entire: liberty is conceded <to all religions 
from the date of the promul.ation of Separa- 
tion, The Catholic. roligiun ceases. to be.the 
religion of the State, and henceforth - all 
Churches will be maintained by the offerings of 
their members, Their acconnts, however, aro 
to be under the fiseal supervision of the State. 
To all priests in the enjoyment of a bonefice on 
July 1 nert the Government ensures the same 
stipends as they are now receiving, t the amounts 
to be fixed by spacial commissions. The 
churches and other property necessary for 
religions worship are ceded by the State to the 
clergy, free of all expense, ‘and all Portuguese 
and foreign clergy now exercising religions 
functions will continue. ds hitherto in their 
offices. As rogards new appintmenta, howaver, 
the consent of the Portuguese Government will 
firat have to be obtained. 

All religions property. whish is.proved to be. 
long to private individuals, either Portuguese 
or foreign,. will be respected, and the British 

and other foreign sewiuacies will bo allowed to 
remain aa hitherto. ' Their membors, however, 
will not be allowed to walk.in--the streets in 
Pricstly veytments. As the State will not 
recognize the Catholic religion it: will offer no 

position to the marrisge of priests, In case of!
